The KopubllcanB would 
not IiHteu to such a proposition, which 
would mean tho surniiidor of the house to 
the enemy, aud tho rcwulfc is that two 
houses are organized and are in full blaat 
side by side in tho Kaine room. It has 
«ottlcd down to a case of freeze out, aud 
tho side with the hiost endurance will win. 


At l:25yest<?i^ay Secretary of State 0.s- 
bom appeartxl at tho speaker*s stand and 
announced that the law provided that he 
should lay before the house a list of mem- 
bers as he found it in the secretary of 
state's ofllce. George L. Douglass (Rep.) 
interrupted with the statement that tho 
secretary should lay the Hit before the 
house and should not preside. He said 
that for one he would not consont for Os- 
born to prt»i>ide, and other members agreed 
with him. 


Mr. Dunsmore, the Populist candidate 
for speaJcer, said that there was no prece- 
dent to be found in the state to settle ques- 
tions that will bo presented in this organi- 
sation. Somebody, he said, must ptu« on 
these questions. The speaker declared that 
for the purpose of completing the roll of 
the bouse Mr. Osbom was the chairman, 


''Gentlemen," said Mr. Osborn, 
am 
only hero to act in a ministerial capacity. 
When the house Informs me that it has a 
presiding officer to receive this roll I will 
deliver it." 


With that Mr. Osbom abruptly left the 
desk and disappeAPed from the hall. 


Mr. Semper (Pop.) walked to the desk 
and then assumed the gavel, and Mr. Cub- 
bison, a Republican, quickly joined him 
and sounded the gavel. The house was in 
confusion, but the Republicans nominated 
officers, who were declared elected by Mr, 
Cubblson. 


Then somebody moved that the house 
proceed to call the roll. 


The certified roll was missing, having 
been carried away by Mr, Osborne, but a 
roll of some kind was found, and Mr, 
Remington, the 
Republican 
secretary, 
held it up, saying that he had the roll as 
certified by the-secretary of state, Mr. 
Cubblson ordered Mr, Remington to call 
the roll. Shouts of objections were raised, 
but Mr. Remington proceeded. The Dem- 
ocrats responded as their names were 
called, while tbe PopulisU kept up a roar 
of protest, 


Mr. Cubblson called for the members to 
come forward and be sworn, while the Re- 
publicans held up their hands and a To- 
peka lawyer named and administered the 
the oath. 
Then the Republican 
clerk 
again called the roll and Mr. Douglass was 
declared elected speaker. Judge Strong 
swore Mr, Douglass in and he assumed 
the chair. 


By this time the Popuiistshad progressed 
ao far in the organization as to elect Duns 
more speaker, and he soon had a full set 
of officers. Secretary Brown, of tho senate, 
now appeared, and, recognizing Speaker 
Dunsmore, announced that the senate had 
organized. 


As soon as Mr. Brown had finished the 
reading Speaker Douglass quickly said: 
"A message to mo from the senate says 
that body is now organized." This was a 
horso on Mr. Dunsmore, and everybody 
laughed. It was now the Populists* turn 
to adopt tho rules of the last house, and 
having done this, the Populists' clerk 
called tho roll. 


Through all the excltemont 
Speaker 
Dunsmore and Speaker Dougla* stood 
side by side, beating their gavels on tho 
siime block, aud good naturedly crowding 
aach other, tho three Democrats quietly 
watching the row and taking part in the 
proceedings, 


Tho Populists had been provided with a 
large Quantity of bologna sausage and 
made them into sausagoa, and these were 
served in lieu of supper. They announced 
that they were in tho Jmll to stay, and are 
confident to rout the Repnblicaa» aud 
finally capture the organization. 


The situation is unique and interesting. 
Both sides camppd on the field oU night, 
and both suy thoy will stay until tbe 
others tire out.

Hemp rope, sewed flat (like the old- 
fashioned braided mat) the size wanted 
for tho bottom.

or two and a half inches wide; join and 
sew to the bottom.

KEBPING GEUANXmiS 
WINTEK. 


In its natural state the sreraaium is a 
plant which is never wholly at rest; it 
is, however, very amenable to treatment 
in cultivation and very patient under bad 
usage. Vick, in hi? illustrated monthlv, 
says on the subject of keeping geraniums 
in winter 


"The proper treatment 
for bedded 
plants intended 
for 
another 
season's 
planting, after taking up and potting, 
is to stand them iu a light place in a 
temperature secure from irost and yet 
not high enough to excite active growth. 
A very little water will be sufficient dur- 
ing the cold reason. When the weather 
becomes mild and the plants start to 
grow, 
regulate the growth and dispo- 
sition of the brancnes and thus preparo 
them for planting at the proper season. 
But one may not have the facilities to 
care for the plants in this manner, and 
yet want to preserve them. 
A damp cel- 
lar is not u suitable place and miy causa 
them to mold and decay. 


"Tao plants when taken no can be 
placed in boxes, most of the foliage can 
be removed, the soil be m-ide only h 
little damp; then place the box or boxes 
in a dry frost proof cellar where thero 
will be some light. Tae leaves will soon 
ail fail. 
By the first of M^rca it will b3 
best to place the boxes containing 
the 
plants in the window of a moderately 
warm rotim and give water and stare tha 
"'«•ntd into growth."

from that of a hard workin;i 'nan, wnosc 
expenditure of muscular cneri^y demuids 
constant re-enforcement from his 
diet,

buc there should be free and 
thorough ventilation when the hi^jner

may require 
it. 
Fodder 
may be cheap, but nails and boards are 
cheaper, whereas feed is gone in a single 
fccason, while buildings are a permenent 
investment. 
Provide suitable racks and 
mangers to feed the stock from, and do 
not feed from the ground or snow b ink. 
Keep the diilerent kinds of stock in a 
sepM-ate inclosure. 
FaeJ regularly, and 
provide an adequate 
supply 
of 
fresh 
water.—American Agricultunst.

dicate good management for a farmer to 
sell each year, during the spring, a hall 
clozcn ormore sheep pelts, taken from 
animals that died from neglect. 
It is 
worse than neglect to take the sheep 
from the pasture in tho fall in good con- 
dition, and in four or five months allow 
them to gradually fall away in flesh, and 
die. 
With old sheep that are allowed 
to become thin, it will require good 
management 
to 
bring 
them 
through 
alive, especially 
if 
they are to raise 
amba. 
Those in this condition should 
have a Iiitle ground feed four or five 
times a day, and be so isolated that 
others will not crowd or worry them. 
Give bright clover hay, pure water, an 
occasional apple or potato and they will 
soon be in good condition. 


The cattle should have warm quartern 
at night, and spring calves should not 
be allowed with the older st03k.

TRAMS IN WiNTEn. 


After the corn is cribbed and the fall 
piov/ing done there is not a great deal 
of teatn work to be done during 
the 
winter. 
There will be some feed to 
haul, more or less manure to haul out and 
some luel to haul. 
Usually one 
team 
will do all that is necessary. 
It will be 
best to have this icani well snod and well 
fed so that they can readily do what is 
required of them. 
It is always an item 
to keep them thrifty, feedinsraud groom- 
inpi well aud regularly. 
It does not pay 
to allow any of them to run down, and 
while with those that are not at work it 
is always an item to winter as economi- 
cally as possible, at the s ime time the eco- 
nomical wintering should never bo done 
at the expense of condition. 
Close con- 
linement is not good for horses. 
Tiiey 
Deed exercise and theyshould be allowed 
to run out every day that the weather 
will permit. 
It may not be advisable to 
lurn them out into tue pastures, but they 
can have the run of a lot to good advan- 
tage. 
If well sheltered and given plenty 
of roughness very little grain will 
be 
needed, but they snould have some. Un- 
thresiied oats run through a feed cutter, 
with a small quantity of bran, makes one 
of the very best feeds for the idle teams 
in winter. 
]3ut hay and corn fodder, 
with a little cjrn and bran, will make a 
good ration. 
Ojce a week give all the 
horses a bran mash. 
Tais will have a 
tendency to keep tne bowels open and 
will servo also to make a vaiiety. 


Never feed more of anything 
than 
they will eat up clsan. Even with straw 
or corn fodder only what tney will eat 
clean should be given. 
This is neces- 
sary if they have a good appetite. 


Corn can nearly always be fed with 
beneiit wnen tne weather js very cold on 
account of its heating qualities. 
Use all 
reasonable care to keep them comfort- 
able, as in this way it is mucu easier to 
keep them thrifty. 
t 


While it is not necessary to feed the 
teams that are not at work as much as 
those that are at work will need, yet it 
will pay at all times to supply enough to 
keep them thrifty,as in tne end it will 
costless than to allow them to run down 
and then be obliged to feed up before 
the season for work opens. 
The best 
way is to begin in good season increas- 
ing the rations as it may »eem necessary. 
—St. Louis Itepublic.

If there are no 
accommodations 
to 
keep

isolated, they should certainly be de- 
horned, or at least have the tips of their 
horns provided with knoos. 
in iact all 
cattle that arc conrined should either be 
Jehorned, or have their horns thus pro- 
tected. 
Tne knobs prevent injury from 
hooking, improve their appearance, and 
cost but a lew cetjts. 
If you do not do 
this, remove the tip end of the horn 
witn a line saw, rounding up with a 
sharp knife, but knobs should be at- 
tached if possible. 
If the catcle are 
oDliged to go to the creek or pond for 
water, the approacn should be carefully 
shoveled out, and if ice covers the sur- 
face, it should bo rouGThened so that the 
cittle will not slip, 
Tais can be done 
in a cold day by throwing on snow, an i 
dashing water on it, or cut in the sur- 
face with an axe, as much 
stock ; 
seriously injured each winter by slippin 
and straining while drinking. 
When 
cattle are proteccei by an open shed, 
there is occasionally one animal so illy- 
disposed^ that all the rest are driven out 
from the shelter, and tho others dare 
enter only when the boss if lying down. 
Either confine such a one separately or 
fit for market at the first opportunity. 
Nail up a small box somewhere under 
shelter, 
in 
which 
to keep salt at all 
times. 
This is better than simplji salt, 
in^ them at odd times. 


Ry confining the cattle in stanchions 
during the nigat and allowing ttiem to 
run at larga during the day in pleasant 
weather, a full gro.vn cjw or steer 
cxn 
be kept in batter condition on half a ton 
less of hay, than by the old out of door 
roujrh and tum ble plan. 
Of course this 
makes a little more work, but the man- 
lire, if piled up under shelter or drawn 
to the Held during tho winter, will well 
pay for the 
extra 
time; besides most 
farmers have 
leisure 
time durin«* the 
winter season, aud may thus turn it°intc 
money. 


If 
possible 
never 
allow oolts 
and 
horses to ttiin loose with cattle. 
Cjlts, 
if tUey arc kept in good condition, 
will 
certainly have their play spells and race 
tne cattie about at a fearful rate. 
Un- 
less cutle are denorned, when 
penned 
up, tney will use tueir horns in 
a 
dis- 
astrous manner, and esp3cially 
seem to 
have a grudge against horses, and will, 
if possible, injure them at tne iira^ op- 
portunity. 
Oolts should 
be 
halter 
broken, led about aud tied up during the 
day; treat them kindly so tney v/iu coma 
to you at the call. 
Tiiis is easily taught 
then by giving a little sugir, 
corn,''or 
other fooi, wuen tUey approach you. 
Use the curry comb freely on both colts 
and horses, whether they are at work or 
not. It keeps tho skin in a good healthy 
condition, and gives tho stock 
a 
neat,

on each side of the monolith and 
took 
his position on tho top, Tbere were fifty 
men on each side standing with mauU 
uplifted waiting for tho word to bej^iven 
to tap the entered wedges» 
At a signal 
from Mr. Prentice tho mar.ls fell, and 
the work had 
begun. 
With the pre- 
cision of clock work the men drove tho 
wedges, at each succeeding blow 
ad- 
vancing to the next wedge. 
From base 
to apex the men walked, each stop and 
each blow driving the feathered wedges 
nearer the spot whicli would loosen it 
from tho bed of rock where it lay.

accepted Mr. Prentice's generous tender 
aud agreed to tako the stone as soon as 
it was broken 
from its bed and 
move 
and erect the same on the grounds to be 
designated by the Fair officials a( Chi- 
cago, 
Accordingly, 
work 
was com- 
menced at onco with live steam channel- 
CTA and about forty men on the 1st of 
August last. 


Work was first pursued on the Wilson 
Island quarry, and after some time bad 
been spent ip uncovering tho top layer 
without finding a body of rock which 
met Mr. Prentice's approval the work 
was transicrred to the quarries at Hough- 
ton Pomt, in Bayfield üounty. 
It took 
b u t a few days there to locato rock 
of 
the desired quality and size, and a few 
•days after the explorations 
began men 
were busily engaged in uncovering 
and 
marking out the monolith. 
The work 
went steadily on, and on November 10th 
Mr, Prentice was able to make tho grat- 
itying statement that a stone of the r e - 
quired size lay open to inspection and all 
that was yet needed for him to fulfill his 
agre$;ment was the breaking of it 
Ironi 
the mass of which it bad been a part. 
T h e announcement was made by Bir, 
Prcutice that the moaoUth 
would

cheers were given by those present in 
honor of Mr, Prentice, and they were 
given with a* will which showed that the 
citizens appreciated his ¿generosity and 
public spirit. 


Dr. EJwin Ellis, of this city, 
then 
mounted tho stone and delivered a short 
speech to the assemblage. 
Dr, 
Ellis 
spoke of the monolith as it really is the 
largest single stone over quarried,. 
Of 
the three great monoliths now standing 
Dr, Ellis spoke, and siid that the 
one 
at Rome, which is 105 feet h i g t , is tho 
lariiost in tho world outside the one just 
•uarriod in tho wilds 
of 
badgerdom, 
Mr. Prentice now says that next spring 
he intends channeling out twenty 
feet 
more fvom 
the quarry, 
and 
that if 
he 
then desires he can safely agree to furn- 
ish a monolith twenty feet longer 
than 
the one now quarried. 


The monolith 
is of 
Lake 
Superior 
brown stone, an analysis of which made 
by Professor 0 . T. Chandler, P h , D,, of 
the Bchppl of mines, .Columbia College, 
New York, showed it to contain the fol- 
lowing ingredients: Silica, 91,40; farric 
oxide; »a.UO; alumina, 3.53; lime, ,25; 
magnesia, none; 
potash, 
2.St;; 
soda, 
14; sulphur, none; carbvnic acid, uone^ 


moisture, ,05; a total of 
75 per ccnf, 
and has an average weight of 150 pounds 
to the cubic foot and showing a com- 
prossion of strength of 7491 pounds per 
square inch. 


Mr. Prentice's first proposition to fur- 
nish tho monolith was for a stono just a 
tritìo larger than the Egyptian obelisk, 
which is 105 feet seven inches exclu- 
sive of the foundation, and nine feet 
square at tho base. He first intended tho 
monolith to be 100 feet in lonnth and 
ninn feet two inches at tho base, buo 
upon a later consideration decided 
to 
have it 115 feet lone, 
ten feet at 
the 
base and four feet square at tho 
top, 
Tho apex will bo about 
five 
feet long 
and will be tapered 
to about a six inch 
tip. 
The entire monolith will rest upon 
a foundation of granite ten feet high 
and twelve feet square.

is a stately granite structure of Ionic do* 
sign, says the New York Sun. 
It is the 
moBt costly and 
beautiful 
tomb in the 
cemetery. 
The plot alone cost $50,000. 
The dimensions are 
thirty-three feet in 
length, twenty-two 
feet in width and 
twenty feet in height to the apex of the 
roof. The mausoleum has six columns in 
front and eleven on each side, in sinsrlo 
rows. 
Three rows of steps run up to the 
tomb on all sides. 


The interior space is twenty feet long, 
seven feet wide, and thirteen feet high. 
The roof is a solid slab of irraoite which 
weighs six tons. 
The floor is a plain 
marble slao. 
Along the sides of the in- 
terior are the catacomb?. 
Of these there 
are twenty, ten on each side, in 
double 
rows. 
The rows are separated from each 
other by granite slabs.
